THE HONEYMOON

GREEN-COLOURED GLASSES 
Pinpointing the exact moment when popular 
perceptions change is not an exact science, 
but the resurgence of the green agenda hit the 
Conservatives with a vengeance. 

The environmental movement in Canada 
hasn't known the same kind of visibility since 
the late 1980s, says Patten. Then, scientists 
and activists were making dire predictions 
about polar ice caps melting and global warm- 
ing changing our weather patterns. At the 
time Brian Mulroney's handpicked lieutenant 
Lucien Bouchard, then a Conservative, chose 
the Environment portfolio because he saw it 
as a subject of great concern. 

Today, rather than listening to scientists and 
environmental activists talking about climate 
change, people are seeing wacky weather pat-

dustbin of forgettable memories 
“Designed” by current MFA student 
Jesse Sherburne, the bar on the see- 
ond floor of the AGA remains open 
long after its initial run. More of a 
technical problem—gutting the 
room before renovations begin— 
than the product of its assumed pop- 
ularity, Art Bar is a conc ept that not 
only has been done before but was 
never fully realized. 

For starters, artist Karen Tam also 
re-created a non-functioning social 
space (a Chinese restaurant) in the 
Art Gallery of Southwestern Manito- 
ba this year. Sharing a similar idea of 
playing with the conventions of 
space and relation, only loaded with 
cultural and social signifiers, Tam’s 
piece resonated with a level of sub- 
stance direly lacking in Sherburne's. 

Resembling more of his interior 
design projects (bar favourites such 
as Savoy and Halo), Art Bar was 
more of an exercise in bar design— 
which isn’t necessarily a dialogue in 
art but more of an exercise in self-

Biggest Balls=Biggest Laughs: 
Borat: Cultural Learnings of America 
For Make Benefit Glorious Nation of 
Kazakhs—We're having second 
thoughts now as lawsuits and claims 
of emotional distress pile up from its 
unwitting participants, but at the 
time how could we help but laugh at 
Sascha Baron Cohen's brazen, outra- 
geous and utterly tasteless one- 
man/one-joke show? With its run- 
away success snuffing any chance of 
a sequel, it’s time to admit that 
Cohen delivers the performance of a 
lifetime in a movie experience that is 
unlikely to be duplicated. 


Biggest Surprise: Pan‘s Labyrinth— 
Guillermo Del Toro‘’s Hollywood B- 
pictures (Blade 2, Hellboy) and his 
more accomplished Spanish-lan- 
guage phantasms (Cronos, The Devil's 
Backbone) certainly didn’t prepare 
me for the tantalizingly dark and 
grisly Pan’s Labyrinth, a deeply 
frightening fairy tale for grown-ups 
that posits two parallel worlds 
equally fraught with peril for the 
adopted daughter of a cruel fascist 
general in post-civil war Spain. 
Nasty, but totally absorbing. 


Best Return to Form: The Departed— 
Though the final product has its 
flaws, Martin Scorsese hasn’t deliv- 
ered such intense, exciting, and 
unpretentious entertainment in 
something like a decade, and he 
finally gets that great performance 
he’s been looking for from the 
anguished Leonardo DiCaprio, 
whose chops are matched by a bat- 
shit-crazy Jack Nicholson, with great 
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support from Matt Damon, Alec 
Baldwin, and Mark Wahlberg. 


Most Bang for the Buck: Fido— 
Andrew Curtie’s enjoyably eccen- 
tric, Canadian-made zombie come- 
dy boasts a pretty impressive cast 
(Billy Connolly, Carrie Anne Moss, 
et al) and some truly gorgeous set 
design and cinematography, espe- 
cially for a movie that cost less to 
make than most Hollywood films 
spend on catering. 





Best Western from a Non-Western 
Producing Nation: The Proposition— 
John Hillcoat’s gritty Australian 
frontier drama boasted startling 
depth thanks to a poetically brutal 
screenplay by Nick Cave and a stel- 
lar cast including Ray Winstone, 
Guy Pearce, and Emily Watson, all 
wrapped up in stunning landscape 
cinematography that would have 
made Sergio Leone proud. 


Most ing Documentary: Lake 
of re—Tony Kaye's three-hour 
exploration of the abortion debate in 
America not only exposes you to 
some of the scariest nutjobs ever to 


thump a bible, but also includes 
actual footage of “life-termination 
procedures” in real abortion clinics 
to graphically show you what 
they’re so upset about. Though liable 
to test even the strongest constitu- 
tion, its admirable attempt at balance 
delivers a real sense of what's at 
stake in the battle between pro- 
choice and pro-life. 


Best Film by a Director Portraying 
an U: tant Jerk: Climates— 
Who knows why Turkish auteur 
Nuri Bilge Ceylan decided to star as 
the self-absorbed academic Isa, or 
why he cast his real-life wife, Ebru 
Ceylan, as the object of his cruel 
whims, but the disintegration of 
their affections are nigh-palpable in 
the film’s long, wordless opening 
that introduces the couple on a joy- 
less beach holiday. Ceylan’s over- 
whelming widescreen composi- 
tions—he shot and edited as well as 
writing, producing and starring— 
give existential heft to the plight of a 
mostly unlikable human whose self- 
ish quest for emotional fulfillment 
leaves plenty of wreckage in its 
wake. 


Best Film with Jennifer Aniston: 
Friends with Money—And by this | 
mean, best film EVER with Jennifer 
Aniston, because it doesn’t start 
from the assumption that there’s 
something intrinsically appealing 
about the former Mrs. Pitt. Nicole 
Holofcener’s study of the class dif- 
ferences between a group of well-off 
Californian women and their sole 
unambitious, unsuccessful friend is 
filled with subtly vicious observa- 
tions about getting older, selling out 
and losing the thread of one’s life. 
Like Neil LaBute, but watchable. 


Most Welcome Return to 35mm: 
Spirit of the Beehive—V ictor Erice’s 
haunting, almost subliminal exami- 
nation of a little girl’s entrée into 
adult realities via her own fantasy 
world, made in 1971, returned to the 
big screen in a new 35mm print that 
showed at Metro Cinema this sum- 
mer (as did new prints of Jean 
Renoir’s visually sumptuous The 
River and Henri-Georges Clouzot’s 
oddball thriller Quai des Orfevres). So 
ineffably beautiful and haunting I 
watched it twice in one week. 


Worst Film of 2006: It really couldn’t 
get much worse than the star-stud- 
ded stinkbomb that was Steve Zail- 
lian’s remake of All the King’s Men 
(which certainly features the worst 
performance of 2006 in Sean Penn’s 
portrayal of Willie Stark, less corrupt 
Southern demagogue than highly 
ambulatory stroke victim). But no 
movie left me with the feeling I 
hadn’t actually seen a movie at all so 
much as Brian DePalma’s The Black 
Dahlia, in which the most sensational 
unsolved crime of the 20th century is 
transformed into an incoherent ram- 
ble through a mannequin factory 
circa 1949, with little of the character- 
istic perversity that has made DePal- 
ma one of mainstream cinema’s 
more interesting hacks. 


A Bad Year for: Character actors— 
Along with maverick filmmaker 
Robert Altman—who received a 
remarkably well-timed Lifetime 
Achievement Oscar this year—a lot

CELIA NICHOLLS’ 
TERRIBLE SECRET 
AND TOP TEN 


I'm about to make what must 
seem like, at least for a so-called film 
critic, a career-breaking confession: I 
don’t go to the movies very much. 
Thus 2006 might well be noteworthy 
for all the (I’m assuming) great films 
[haven't actually got around to see- 
ing yet. I haven’t seen Volver, a sup- 
posedly triumphant return to form 
for Pedro Almodovar, and certainly 
Penelope Cruz’s best film in ages. 
(At the North American premiere of 
the film at the Telluride Film Festi- 
val, I did get caught in the middle of 
a surreal discussion between Cruz 
and the iconoclastic film journalist 
David Thomson, about the latter's 
new book on Nicole Kidman—but 
that’s another story entirely). I 
haven't seen Babel, Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu’s triumphant con- 
clusion to the trilogy he began with 
Amores perros and 21 Grams. | 
haven't seen Sascha Baron Cohen’s 
big screen outing as Borat, the ridicu- 
lous Kazakh journalist who manages 
to skewer mercilessly, and with a 
certain irreverent flair, American 
hypocrisy in its many and varied 
forms. 

Yet the fact that I’m woefully 
behind the times strikes me as a 
good thing in a way, since, out of 
embarrassing necessity, my list is 
unlikely to resemble any other year- 
end list you'll see. Hoping to escape 
the instantly ossified canon of the 
typical top ten, then, I present ten 
different, truly excellent features I've 
had the pleasure of seeing this year. 


Don Fahan Akhtar’s Don, one of the 
more high profile remakes to come 
out of Bollywood in 2006, is the kind 
of film that, by rights, I should have 
hated. A big, slick, and noisy action 
caper centred on the titular Don 
(Shah Rukh Khan), a Malaysian 
crime lord on the lam from the law, 
it's basically an action movie for 
adolescent boys obsessed with 
pyrotechnics, hot cars, and beautiful 
bimbos. And yet, it effortlessly 
claims top spot on my list, and is 
also possibly the best film I've seen 
in the theatre in years. A three hour 
masala movie that manages to 
include everything from explosions 
and car chases, to intimate family 
drama, to gorgeously choreo- 


graphed full-out musical production 
numbers, to blatant product place- 
ments, Don seemingly effortlessly 
maintains the frenetic pace the 
action-thriller genre demands. Hol- 
lywood could learn a great deal 
from Akhtar and Khan, one of the 
few leading men truly deserving of 
the “superstar” soubriquet. 


Krrish Rakesh Roshan is famous in 
India for perhaps three things. First- 
ly, for his tendency to cast his son, 
the hunky Hrithrik Roshan, now a 
highly bankable star both at home 
and abroad, in whatever new project 
he decides to undertake. Secondly, 
for a notorious run-in with his chief 
financial backers, the Indian mafia. 
And thirdly, for his smash hit pro- 
duction Koi Mil Gaya—“I’' ve Found 
Someone” (2004), India’s first big- 
budget science-fiction movie, a high- 
ly original rip-off of E.T. with 
sequences filmed in and around Cal- 
gary and Banff. If Krrish, the sequel 
to KMG {as it is now affectionately 
known), seems a lot like Superman, 
it’s because it is, except with better 
song and dance numbers. Hrithrik 
plays the charmingly klutzy, slightly 
thick “real Desi superboy” who 
must save the world from 
Naserudin Shah’s epically evil 
supervillain, a mad scientist with a 
God-complex. 


Omkara Alongside popcorn 
pleasers like Don and Krrish, Bolly- 
wood also managed to produce a 
clutch of “prestige” pictures this 
year, the best of which was, to my 
mind at least, the beautifully real- 
ized Omkara, a free, musical adapta-

tion of Shakespeare's Othello. The 
brooding Ajay Devgan is perfect for 
the role of the Moor, an underclass 
petty criminal tortured as much by 
his lowly origins as by his uncontrol- 
lable jealousy. Kareena Kapoor, the 
child of a cinematic dynasty now 
stretching back four generations, 
gets the chance to prove she can act 
too. 


Little Miss Sunshine An entertain- 
ingly goofy end-of-summer kind of 
movie, Little Miss Sunshine is distin- 
guished by excellent performances 
from the perfect ensemble cast, 
including Steve Carrell, Toni Col- 


lette, and Greg Kinnear. Yet, perhaps 


the best performance of all comes 
from Abigail Bresiln, as the unpre- 
possessing youth who has her heart 
set on competing in a children’s 
beauty pagent. Everyone seems to 
be having so much fun it’s impossi- 
ble not to enjoy it. 


Passio Leading film archivist Paolo 
Cherchi Usai has produced a mediia- 
tion on the ephemeral nature of cel- 
luloid (or, rather, silver nitrate) 
which incorporates tantalizingly 
obscure fragments of largely forgot- 
ten silent scientific, ethnographic 
and one-reel short films set to Arvo 
Part’s titular mass. Part fascinating, 
and even part terrifying, it’s like 
hieroglyphic inscription about 
where the movies have been, and 


where they’re going at the beginning 


of the 21st Century. If there were a 
metaphysical approach to film stud- 
ies it'd look something like this.

Zidane must have had the most depressing 
life in the history of football. Upon leaming 
that the film in question was not a biographi- 
cal portrayal of the man, but rather an artsy 
ond terol sipdovohen of his role on the foot- 
ball pitch, the songs on Zidane began to 
make more sense. 

Playing with space and feel, Mogwai. take 
an approach that calls to mind some of their 
earlier efforts, though never really allowing 
for some of the more explicit sonic experi- 
ments or huge climaxes that punctuated that 
era (excepting the last track, a half-hour 
delay-soaked collage of sound). Zidane 
instead focuses on repetitive and studied 
themes throughout the record, occasionally 
allowing for moments of sunshine, but gener- 
ally keeping the mood brooding and sullen. 

Throughout, the restraint the band is exer- 
cising is palpable, and one can't help but 
feel et Mogwai have moved beyond this 
method of songwriting. The soundirack is an 
interesting aside to their catalogue, ond 
those less impressed with Mogwai's concise 
rock tendencies of late will find some 
reprieve in Zidane’s gentler and nostalgic 
moments.

Year of living DVD-ly 


Best of 2006 on disc 


HD DVD AND BLU-RAY, THE WARRING 
new high-def DVD products, made 
a lot of noise in 2006, with ambitious 
release schedules. Video connois- 
seurs generally have preferred the 
higher digital-content capacity of the 
latter; the battle for format suprema- 
cy is yet to be won. 

But the special DVD packages, 
with the exception of Mission: Impos- 
sible: Ultimate Editions Set (Para- 
mount, $99.99) and a few others 
were largely released in the standard 
DVD format. 

Herewith, a few of the year’s best 
DVD boxed sets, perfect for the 
movie junkies: 

Fantasy film classic The Chronicles 
of Namia receives the new-and- 
expanded treatment with the “Four- 
Disc Extended Edition” (Disney, 
$42.99), centered on a spruced-up 
version of the 2005 theatrical release. 
The new cut features additional and 
extended scenes, and enhanced spe- 
cial effects. The set also includes a 


new documentary on CS. Lewis, the _ 


theologian and author who wrote 
Namia, reflections from the cast and 
crew, and new behind-the-scenes 
features. 

Fans of contemporary Italian cine- 
ma will gravitate to Cinema Paradiso: 
Limited Collector's Edition (Weinstein, 
$39.99), a lavishly packaged two- 
DVD, one-CD edition of the Oscar 
winner directed by Giuseppe Torna- 
tore. Both the original theatrical 
release and the 2002 director's cut 
are included. Extras: commentary 
with Tornatore and Italian film 
expert Millicent Marcus, two new 
documentaries, postcard- sized 
reproductions of the poster and 


lobby cards, and more. 

Bond newbie Daniel Craig has 
been getting all the ink lately, but 
interest in vintage Bond flicks 
remains high, as evidenced by the 
success of the five-movie James Bond 
Ultimate Editions sets (MGM, $89.98 
each). Vol. 1 (Diamonds Are Forever, 
Goldfinger, The Living Daylights, The 
Man With The Golden Gun, The World 
Is Not Enough) and Vol. 2 (Die Anoth- 
er Day, License To Kill, The Spy Who 
Loved Me, Thunderball, A View To A 
Kill) came first. Slated for release Dec 
12 are Vol. 3 (Goldeneye, Live And Let 
Die, For Your Eyes Only, From Russia 

With Love, On Her Majesty's Secret 
Service) and Vol. 4 (Dr. No, You Only 
Live Twice, Octopussy, Tomorrow 
Never Dies, Moonraker). Transparent 
marketing strategy: the better Bond 
flicks are mixed with the turkeys. 

Pandora’s Box, the classic 1929 
drama directed by German master 
GW. Pabst and starring Jazz Age 
luminary Louise Brooks, is now 
available in a two-disc “Criterion 
Collection” edition ($39.95). As per 
usual with Criterion, this package is 
loaded with goodies, including four 
musical scores, commentary by two 
film scholars, a rare 1971 interview 
with Brooks, an hour-long 1998 doc- 
umentary, and a book of essays. 

A master of romantic comedy 
offers lessons on his rare art in The 
Cary Grant Box Set (Sony, $49.95), 
with five films including Howard 
Hawks’ 1940 His Girl Friday, George 
Cukor's 1938 Holiday (with Kather- 
ine Hepburn) and Hawks’ 1939 
adventure film Only Angels Have 
Wings. 

Art-house enthusiasts will beg for, 





or save up for, Essential Art House— 
50 Years of Janus Film (Criterion, 
$850), a bona-fide juggernaut of a set 
with M, Julesand Jim, The Seventh 
Seal, The 39 Sets, and 46 other 
movies. The movies are contained in 
one volume, and the second is a 200- 
page hardback book with numerous 
essays by filmmaker Martin Scors- 
ese, film historian Peter Cowie, and 
others. The selection runs from 
1938's Aleander Nevsky to 1957's 
Wild Strawberies, directed by Ingmar 
Bergman, and the package includes 
three documentaries. The individual 
discs, though, do not include extra 
features. 

Jazz Icons (TDK, $159.99) is the jazz 
DVD box of the year, with nine discs 
centered on terrific performances by 
Louis Armstrong, Count Basie, Chet 
Baker, Art Blakey, Ella Fitzgerald, 
Dizzy Gillespie, Quincy Jones, 
Thelonious Monk, and Buddy Rich, 
caught live between 1958 and 1979. 

Also sure to appeal to jazz fans are 

of Jazz with Lewis 
($199.98, LRS Media), a four-DVD, 
two-CD, 230-page book set docu- 
menting all 12 episodes of the televi- 
sion series of the same name. Guests 
include Dave Brubeck, Clark Terry, 
Chick Corea, Keb’ Mo’, Chris Potter, 
Eddie Palmieri, and many others. 

Vintage crime-film collections are 
springing up everywhere, and one 
of the best is Film Noir Collection, Vol. 
3 (Warner, $49.98), a six- disc set fea- 
turing Lady in the Lake (1946), Border 
Incident (1949), His Kind of Woman 
(1951), The Racket (1951), On Danger- 
ous Ground (1952), each of which 
comes with a commentary by vari- 
ous film scholars. Also included is a 
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bonus disc with a noir documentary 
and several vintage shorts. 

The best of Capra-corn, with the 
exception of the not-included It’s a 
Wonderful Life is on display in The 
Premiere Frank Capra Collection (Sony, 
$59.95), with Mr. Smith Goes to Wash- 
ington, It Happened One Night, You 
Can‘ Take It With You, Mr. Deeds 
Goes to Town, American Madness, and 
the documentary Frank Capra’s 
American Dream.
